The western Pennsylvania 
Coal Operators Association said 
no miners were forking the rich 
bituminous belt employing 56,000 
All big mines in central Pennsyl- 
vania, employing 45,000 also were 
down.

vania's 80,000 hard coal miners 
showed up for work.

The steel 
corporation's mines have a daily 
production of 90,000 tons.

diner and probably were dead 
An emergency call for steel cut- 
ting equipment was sent out by 
police in efforts to rescue them 
and any others possibly trappe: 
in the mass of wreckage. 


Newton is about 40 miles north- 


west of Charlotte. 


Ambulances raced the injured 


to the Catawba general hospital 
where Dr. Frank Jones said "abou 
50" patients had been admitted 


The accident occurred abou' 


5:10 a. m., as the westbound train 
No. 15, approached the Newton 
station where it had been due a 
4:48 a. m. It was inside the city 
limits. 


The two-unit diesel locomotive 


flipped off the rails and rolled 
down the embankment. Following 
it off were the diner, a passenger 
coach, a combination passenger- 
baggage car and three mail anc 
express cars. 


Miraculously, the track was no 


torn up and four pullman cars 
on the rear rolled on past the 
scene about a hundred 
yards

last April. In 86 counts he was 
accused of using the mails to de- 
:raud and violating the National 
Stolen Property Act. 
Promised Deliveries 
He was indicted on 65 counts 


for using the mails to defraud. 


The name of the 37-year-old 


Tarkio man became a magic word 
throughout the wheat belt in the 
spring of 1947. Farmers were des- 
perate for harvesting machinery. 
Word spread that Murphy could 
;et machinery for them. 


Wheat farmers and dealers left 


deposits with him for machinery. 
But when the harvest came, few 
of the machines were delivered. 


Then came the crash. There was

The railroad had proposed that 


he strike be ended immediately 
ind ,that grievances be submitted 
o an arbitration board appointed 
iy President Truman. 


Union officials turned this down 
t a meeting with railroad ex- 
cutives today. 
R. E. Davidson, union spokes- 


man, reiterated that the brother- 
loods are willing to resume ne- 
fotiations 
to settle 
the 
strike 


ilaims but are opposed to calling 
ff the walkout until a mutually 
.cceptable plan of settlement 's 
iresented. 


Another union leadci said the 


brotherhoods want first to review 
the wage claims "and after we 
negotiate on these, then we mipht 
be in a frame of mind to end the 
strike.' 


In rejecting the railroad's ar- 


bitration 
proposal, union heads 


argued that basic rules governing 
pay and working conditions are 
not subject to arbitration. 


Some 282 union claims against 


Missouri Pacific are involved in 
the dispute. 


Reject Second 
Fireman Demand 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19—UP)— 


A presidential emergency board 
today rejected a union demand 
that railroads assign 
a second 


fireman on diesel locomotives. 


Saying there is no need for an 


extra fireman on any type of 
diesel locomotive now in use, the

action.

Captain of The Noronic 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19—(JP)— 


Philip Murray declared today tha 
"the only hope of averting a strike 
of 1,000,000 ClO-Steelworkers is 
through settlement of their pen- 
sions dispute at government-ar- 
ranged conciliation sessions. 


Murray, president of the CIO 


made his statement to Cyrus S 
Ching, conciliation director, and 
70 steel industry representatives 
summoned 
to peace talks by 


Ching. 
Murray said the only 


chance of sidestepping a strike 
scheduled for next Sunday "is to 
conclude a settlement here 
and 


now on the basis of the board's 
recommendations." 


He referred to the recommenda- 


tions of a presidential fact-finding 
board. 
The board recommended 


no fourth round wage increase bu' 
proposed a "package" of company 
financed pensions and social in- 
surance to cost up to 10 cents per 
hour per worker. 


Murray said: 
"We are ready and we will pro- 


ceed now to negotiate with anj 
and all companies and to conclude 
a prompt settlement on the basis 
of the board's recommendations 


"It is in the national interes 


that all parties do so if the strike 
in the steel industry is to be 
averted." 


Would Negotiate 
The union has declared it is 


willing to accept the board's rec- 
ommendations. Generally, the in- 
dustry's attitude is that it is wil- 
ling to negotiate over the board': 
proposals. But some major com- 
panies have taken a stand tha" 
feny pension system ought to cal 
for contributions from the work- 
ers as well as from the industry. 


Murry said the union had ac- 


cepted the board's proposals with 
regret, but that the companies 
thus far had rejected those re- 
commendations as a basis for set- 
tlement. 


"They attempt to raise the false 


issue of collective bargaining,' 
he said. "It is a false issue because 
the union and the companies have 
bargained at length prior to the 
appointment of the board without 
arriving at a settlement. 


"What the companies are at- 


tempting to do is to go through 
the motions of collective bargain- 
ing without refrence to the board's 
report and recommendations." 


The union, Murray declared; 


"does not propose to permit the 
companies to ignore" the board's 
report. 


Unpredictable as to the 
Decline in Goods-Prices

NEW YORK, Sept. 19 — (/P)— 


Lower dollar prices around the 
world are looked for today as an 
early major result of the week- 
end devaluation of foreign cur- 
rencies. 


Still more countries may have 


to follow the devaluation parade 
which began last 
night 
with 


Britain's, cut in the pound from 
S4.03 to^S2.80, a slash amounting 
;o a surprise 30J/2 per cent. 


The devaluation means the dol- 


.ar prices of goods produced in 
;hese countries could fall a maxi- 
mum of 30% per cent if the re- 
duction is caused solely be de- 
valuation. But • prices probably 
will not fall that far. Some may 
come down only a few cents. 


How long these lower prices 


may prevail is unpredictable. 


American businessmen in their 


irst reaction agreed prices will 
:>e lower on foreign goods priced 
n devalued currencies and sold 
n America for dollars. 


No one knows yet, however, 


low far prices will go down on 
ndividual commodities ,or manu- 
factured goods over the next few 
veeks or months. 


An important secondary effect 


s the impact of devaluation on 
he prices of goods produced in 
America for sale abroad. 


The announced purpose of Brit- 


sh devaluation is to lower prices 
on British goods sold in Amer- 
ca. Britain hopes to get more 
dollars through increased sales at 
cut rates. Other countries cutting 
their currencies in Britain's train 
hope for the same result. 
Devaluation In 1931 
Historically, lower prices have 


followed devaluation. The British 
devalued their pound in Septem- 
ber. 1931, by cutting it loose from 
the gold and letting it drift tower 
in foreign exchange markets. 


Rubber immediately went down 


and continued its fall. Wool broke 
sharply but recovered a good por- 
tion of its loss. American cotton 
was hard hit initially but a year 
later had climbed back to an even 
higher price than before devalua- 
tion. American wheat shot up but 
fell back later. 


British woolens sold here and 


American woolen goods made 
from foreign wool are expected 
to come down. One importer es- 
timated the drop somewhere be- 
tween -D and 20 per cent. 


American cotton prices aren't 


as vulnerable today as they once 
were because of U. S. government 
price support policies. Wheat also 
is supported. 


Some 
American businessmen 


fear British producers and oth- 
ers will raise their prices to take 
a windfall profit. That would de- 
feat the British government's .in- 
tention of increasing sales through 
lower prices. 


Competition with British goods 


from other nations with devalued 
currencies may force every one 
to pass along the devaluation sav- 
ing. 


American goods themselves will 


face that competition. Devaluation 
makes our goods higher to peo- 
ple trying to buy with their cheap 
currencies. 
If our export prices 


are too high, they won't buy. That 
means American goods now will 
have to be priced low enough to 
encourage sales. 


And just to show how compli- 


cated the whole procedure can be, 
there is a strong belief that there 
now may be liberal offerings of 
raw materials that have long been 
in the hard-to-get category. The 
Offers to sell are expected to 
come 
from 
people who have 


hoarded products to protect them- 
selves in the event of devaluation. 
Now that it has come, the time 
is ripe to sell and cash in on the 
profits.

the pound last night from. 
$4.03 to $2.80. 


Banks were closed. The London 


Stock Exchange and those in 
France, Holland, Greece, South 
Africa and many other countries 
were shut down. Foreign ex- 
change trading was forbidden in 
much of Europe and the sterling 
area. In London, harried brokers 
traded stocks and bonds on the 
sidewalk. 


Business was at a virtual stand- 


still in this great city which one* 
was the financial and economic 
heart of thejworld. 


Eleven nations of Euro;* and 


Asia 
quickly 
cheapened their 


money to match the British'move. 
Cabinets in other world capitals 
held emergency sessions to de- 
cide what to do. 


It was the biggest financial tur- 


moil the world has seen sine* 
Britain went off the gold stand- 
ard on another September Sun- 
day night almost 18 years ago to 
the day. 


Cheaper Goods To America 
Devaluation of the pound wag 


intended to solve Britain's grave 
financial crisis by selling more 
and cheaper goods to America. 


To Americans, devaluation of 


the pound can mean cheaper 
Scotch whisky, English tweeds, 
Staffordshire China and scores of 
other British-made products. 


The British economic boss Sir . 


Stafford Cripps said last night in 
a nation-wide radio address, are 
banking on a big boost in dollar 
earnings—enough for Britain to 
become self-supporting by the 
time the European Recovery Pro- 
gram ends in 1952. 


"That is the only permanent 


solution for our difficulties—earn, 
more dollars," Cripps declared. 


He warned that if Britain's gold 


reserves continue to drain away 
as fast as they have in recent 
months, Britons will suffer "low- 
er standards (of living) and wide- 
spread unemployment." 


The same problem faces most 


of the other countries of the world 
outside the Soviet orbit, where 
economic policies are dictated by 
the Kremlin.

South Africa, Burma, India, New 
Zealand, Ireland, Israel. Norway, 
Denmark, Egypt and Malaya.

Keproduction at first wil 
be in black and white, but schoo

adaptations when these becom 
practical. 


Under present 
conditions, : 


medical student's view of an oper 
ation is greatly limited by doc 
tors, nurses and tecnicians crowd 
ed around the operation table. Thi 
student hears the lecture, but see 
little of the actual operation. 


The television camera will b 


located in the light above th 
operating table. Students seated 
in ampitheatres five floors belov 
th« surgery rooms will see thi 
progress of the surgery as thei: 
instructor delivers the lecture. 


The camera's view will be trans 


mitted by coaxial cable to thi 
huge screens. Carried on the fac< 
of the camera is a three-lens tur- 
ret which is revolved by motors 
Use of different lenses makes it 
possible to deliver a highly mag- 
nified view, or one covering great- 
er area. 


Demonstrations of the hospita 


instruction television have been 
made in recent months at medica 
conventions. The permanent in- 
stallation here, Dr. Murphy said 
will be the first in the nation. 


The equipment is portable. It 


may be moved to varicms rooms 
in the hospital to permit variation 
in the presentations. In addition 
to viewing operative techniques 
the students also will witness lec- 
tures and panel discussions on the 
TV screen. 


The medical school system or- 


dinarily will not transmit to points 
outside the hospital. However, the 
equipment will be able to operate 
into broadcasting facilities of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., television stations 
lor public programs originating a' 
the center.

Rare Find of Negatives of 
to' 
Days In the Civil Wai 


AP Newsfeatures Writer 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Sept. 17 


— (ff) — An Oswego, N. Y. barn 
. . . Civil War Washington . . . 
and hidden treasure don't seem to 
have much in common. 


But because George L. An- 


drews, former district attorney of 
Tioga county. N. Y., recently dis- 
covered 44 original Mathew Brady 
negatives in his Oswego barn at- 
tic, the combination makes sense. 


Mathew Brady was the famed 


Civil War photographer 
whose 


pioneering coverage of the battle 
fronts made him this country's 
first combat photographer and 
photo historian. 


The treasure angle was con- 


firmed when the Ansco division 
of the General Aniline & Film 
corporation of Binghamtori bought 
these- original glass plates for a 
goodly sum, they say, though the 
exact figure was not announced. 


The 44 negatives include such 


famous Americans as: President 
Ulysses S. Grant; Civil War gen- 
erals George Armstrong Custer, 
Philip H. Sheridan, Winfield S. 
Hancock and John A. Logan; Ed- 
win M. Stan ton,'Lincoln's secre- 
tary 
of war; 
Hamilton 
Fish, 


Grant's secretary of state; James 
G. Elaine, secretary of state un- 
der Garfield and Harrison and a 
five-time candidate for the pres- 
idency. 


The glass plates, wrapped in 


Washington, D. C. newspaper dat- 
ed 1866 and packed in wooden 
boxes, were in excellent state of 
preservation. They produced bril- 
liant, sparkling prints that con- 
firmed Brady's reputation as an 
outstanding photographic crafts- 
man. The portraits made with 
primitive apparatus and lighting 


facilities rival any produced today 
with the most modern outfits. 


Some Unpublished 
A few of these pictures, par- 


ticularly of Gen. Grant and Gen. 
Custer (famous for his immortal 
'last stand'), are said to be new 
and hitherto unpublished. Frede- 
rick H. Meserve, New York au- 
thority and owner of the largest 
private Brady collection, apprais- 
ed the 44 negatives as a "rare 
find." 


"It is a matter of pure chance— 


and luck," he added, "that the 
barn in which they were stored 
was just the ideal place for their 
preservation." 


Attic-cleaning Andrews found 


the negatives among his mother's 
effects. She had inherited them 
from the widow of Andrew Bur- 
gess, 
a noted gunsmith, who 


bought and operated Brady's na- 
tional photograph gallery in Wash- 
ington. 


The find focuses attention once 


more on some interesting angles 
of the Mathew Brady story. 


First, the tremendous number 


of 'Brady photos' that exist. He 
didn't take all of them. himself. 
They are the combined results of 
the many studios, assistants and 
expeditions which he set up, em- 
ployed and financed 
after 
his 


early, personal success. They are 
his planning and directing. Due 
to his imagination and ability the 
country has an accurate picture 
of the periods top personalities 
and vital struggle through the 
collections of: 


The National Archives, with a

The Library of Congress, with 


about 6,000 negatives;

Three-Way Fight is Developing 
Over Laml and Water Controls 


By Peter Edson 


NEA Washington Correspondent 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 — A new feud be- 


tween departments of agriculture and interior 
is developing over control of land and water 
resources in the Missouri valley. 
This was 


originally a scrap between army engineers and 
interior. 
They compromised through develop- 


ment of the so-called Pick-Sloan plan. Now it's 
a three-way fight, agriculture having introduced 
a number of arguments the other two had not 
thought of. 


Last May at Rapid City, S. D., secretary of 


agriculture Charles F. Brannan announced a 
new 30-year, $8,500,000,090 program for devel- 
opment of farming in the Missouri valley. 
It 


was to be financed in part by government con- 
servation payments, the rest by private ex- 
penditures by the farmers themselves, on 350,- 
000,000. acres. 


In over-simplified form, the plan included 


encouragement in the building of farm ponds 
ancl-, water holes for range livestock. 
These re- 


servoirs were intended to hold back water flow 
in small streams to stop erosion. By so doing, 
it was aimed to prevent not only the silting up 
of streams, but a resulting increase in electric 
power development at Missouri basin dams. 


Federal power commission endorses it, if it 


will reduce siltation at power dams. Army en- 
gineers are understood to have opposed it be- 
cause, by holding water on the land instead of 
allowing it to flow into main channels, naviga- 
tion on the Missouri from Sioux City to St. 
Louis may be interfered with. 
Interior Secre- 


tary J. A. Krug blasts the Brannan proposal 
and in effect advises the department of agri- 
culture to stay out of what has been considered 
bureau of reclamation's exclusive business for 
lo these many years. 


Brannan's Pet Project 
Building of farm ponds has been a pet project 


of Secretary Brannan's. When he was farm 
security administrator, he developed a water 
facilities program for FSA borrowers. ' When he 
became assistant secretary he extended the 
program through soil conservation service. As 
secretary, he is trying to extend it to the whole 
Missouri basin. 


What reaDy seems to have riled Interior, how- 


ever, is that Brannan proposed to make new 
studies of irrigation. To department of agricul- 
ture economists, looking at the national farm 
interest, it may have seemed a little silly to 
put water on dry land and move people in on 
that land when there was no particular need 
for their crops in that area. 


Two or three specific examples are being 


cited. At Garrison dam on the upper Missouri, 
army engineers now want. to operate at high 
water level, to provide more water for down- 
stream navigation. 
A high water level would 


flood many acres of fertile land. North Dakota 
farmers are opposed to that. 


Two other projects involve about a million 


acres in the Souris river valley in North Dakota 
and 750,000 acres of James River valley lands 
in South Dakota. 
Bureau of reclamation has 


announced plans to develop irrigation projects 
in both. 


Switch Might be Costly 
Cost of irrigation has been estimated at from 


$10 to $14 a year per acre. 
In years when 


crops aren't so good, the farmers there could 
use more water. 
With irrigation, they might 


go in for vegetable and other "wet" farming 
crops. 
But several farm experts have said it 


would take several generations to make this 
switch, and in the meantime there is no par- 
ticular market for their crops. 


Bureau of reclamation argues that with U. S. 


population increasing and with America's over- 
worked farm soil being worn out, more new 
land must be developed. Also, department' of 
Interior maintains that spending the govern- 
ment's money on individual farms through soil 
conservation payments for terracing, contour 
plowing and erosion control is the wrong ap- 
proach. What Interior wants to do is spend the 
money on irrigation projects,xin which the cost 
repaid to the government by the water-users 
over a period of 50 years. 


That is why Secretary of Interior J. A. Krug, 


in writing about Secretary Brannan's Missouri 
direct infraction of reclamation laws and that it 
basin plan, declares that it would involve a 
would shift authority long vested in his depart- 
ment. In short. Interior believes that its experts 
are the only ones who know anything about ir- 
rigation. 
, 


Once again, all this shows how government 


agencies with vested interests tend to monopo- 
lize those prerogatives, regardless of what's best 
for the area concerned. And again it points Up 
the need for unification in control of U. S. land 
and water resources, as recommended by Presi- 
dent Hoover's commission on reorganization of 
the government.

New Supreme Court Justice

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19 — Minton Predicted 


in 1941: When President Truman appointed 
Judge Sherman Minton of Indiana to the U. S. 
supreme court it fulfilled a long-range predic- • 
tion of the Merry-Go-Round, which more than 
eight years ago — January 12, 1941, reported 
that Minton would get this appointment. 


Shortly thereafter Roosevelt appointed Min- 


ton to the U. S. Court of Appeals, 4th circuit 
and this week Truman carried out the balance 
of the forecast by appointing his old friend, the 
ex-senator from Indiana to the supreme court.

When President Truman ' appointed Judge 


Sherman Minton of Indiana to the latest su- 
preme court vacancy, he not only picked one 
of his old Senate friends but one of the most 
militant rough-and-tumble New Dealers who 
ever supported Franklin Roosevelt. Further- 
more, he picked an old friend of Justice Hugo 
Black. 


This latter fact will have an effect upon the 


court which few people, realize. 
For Justice 


Black, on the day of Justice Rutledge's funeral, 
confided to close friends that he was getting 
tired and expected soon to resign. Black told 
intimates that he felt so depressed over the 
loss of his two friends! Frank Murphy and 
Wiley Rutledge, that he did not believe he could 
continue the battle for liberalism much longer. 


The appointment of Black's old friend, ex- 


Senator Minton, however, 'should change this. 
It was Minton who, when Black was appointed 
to the supreme court in 1936, succeeded the cru- 
sading Black as chairman of the Senate lobby- 
ing investigating committee. The retiring sena- 
tor from Alabama had waged, a spectatcular 
crusade against the lobbying tactics of big 
business which contributed materially to pas- 
sage of the holding corporation act. 
Minton 


was a member of Black's committee, and car- 
ried on as chairman afterward. 


Led Supreme Court Fight- 
Miriton' was also in the forefront of Roose- 


velt's supreme court battle 'and at one point 
when several Senate leaders, following the death 
of Senate leader Joe Robinson of Arkansas, 
advised Roosevlet to drop the. supreme court 
fight, it was Minton who urged him to con- 
tinue. 
Later Minton was the administration's 


choice to reply to Senator Burt Wheeler of 
Montana, leader of the opposition against the 
supreme court bill. 


Minton came to the Senate in 1934 after de- 


feating "Little Artie" Robinson of Indiana, who 
had held office with the help of the Indiana 
Ku Klux Klan. 


Tall, dark, good looking, Minton served as a 


captain of infantry overseas and almost imme- 
diately after entering the Senate became one 
of the best bare-knuckle debaters in that body. 
Probably the most vitriolic and effective attack 
ever aimed at the Chicago Tribune was deliv- 
ered by Senator Minton. 
The new supreme 


court'justice, however, is not any enemy of the 
press generally, and when Senator Millard Ty- 
dings of Maryland proposed that Minton's lob- 
bying investigating committee probe the press, 
Minton flatly refused. 


On White House Staff 
Minton became a member of the White House 


secretariat in 1940, after his defeat for re- 
election to the Senate, 
But prior to that he 


had been a member of the White House un- 
official staff and was frequently called in for 
strategy talks. 


In December, 1937, for instance, Roosevelt 


faced a major decision as to whether he should 
continue a vigorous liberal policy on Capitol 
Hill. 
Among those summoned to the White 


House for advice were Senators Norris of Ne- 
braska, Wagner of New York, Pepper of Flori- 
da, Schwellenbach of Washington, Green of 
Rhode Island and "Shay" Minton. His advice 
to Roosevelt at that time was: 


"You've got everything to gain and nothing to 


lose, Mr. President, by fighting. The opposition 
isn't satisfied with a conciiliatory attitude. They 
think you are scared and licked. 
The only 


thing they understand is a swift kick where it 
hurts. You know history well enough to know 
that the people always side with a popular 
president against an obstructionary congressional 
bloc. 


"Look at Teddy Roosevelt," continued Minton. 


"He was a great, popular hero because he fought 
back at his congressional foes. Why not fight, 
Mr. President, with everything you've got? I'd 
throw another xvage-hour bill back into their 
teeth, I'd crack down on them on the tax issue, 
and I'd tell these utility die-hards to go jump 
in the lake." 


As a court of appeals judge, Minton has drift- 


ed considerably to the right. On the supreme 
court, however, he will probably line up with 
his old friend Hugo Black on many issues. 


Minton Merry-Go-Round 
One of Justice Minton's proudest possessions 


is a letter from the late Senator George Norris, 
written after Minton was defeated for the 
Senate. 
"Personally I would rather have lost 


anyone else from the Senate but you," said Nor- 
ris. . . . Minton says the best definition of Fas- 
cists and Nazis can be found in Webster's dic- 
tionary under the word "coal." It reads: "A 
black, or brownish-black, solid, combustible mi- 
neral formed by the partial decomposition of 
vegetable matter without free access of air, un- 
der the influence of moisture, pressure and 
temperature." . . . Caustic in debate, Minton 
once spanked Senator Happy Chandler of Ken- 
tucky with these words: "I am always delight- 
ed to have someone present who needs, so bad- 
ly, enlightenment." . . . Instrumental in first 
electing Minton to the Senate in 1934, was Alex 
Campbell, his Fort Wayne campaign manager 
and now a hard hitting assistant attorney gen- 
eral. 
Campbell will run for the Senate from 


Indiana himself next year. . . . When Meredith 
Nicholson, ailing Indiana novelist, was in dan- 
ger of losing his job as U. S. ambassador to 
Venezuela. Minton saved his job for him. . . .' 
Minton was an ardent advocate of Roosevelt's 
policy of intervening in Europe in support of 
France and England. Once when a delegation 
of Coughlin lobbyists from Indiana called to 
protest his favoring repeal of the arms embargo, 
Minton administered a blistering lecture. . . . 
During the 1940 presidential campaign, when 
Roosevelt was opposed by Wendell Willkie, Min- 
ton helped deliver the Negro vote to FDR by 
telling how Willkie's hometown in Indiana se- 
gregated Negroes.

Dangers of Whooping Cough"

When whooping cough develops 


the patient should be isolated at 
once to avoid 
infecting others. 


Treatment includes rest in bed, 
good nursing care, and special at- 
tention to the nutrition, espe- 
cially if there is vomiting. 


Most doctors believe that the 


vaccine against whooping cough 
will give good protection to chil- 
dren, 
these 
is about six months old. Infants 
or small children who have not 
been given the injections to im- 
munize them but who have been 
seriously exposed are sometimes 
given 
a special serum which 


seems to help in making the dis- 
ease more mild. Whooping cough 
is not a disease which could be 
accepted 
as just 
one of those 


things which always happens to 
children. 
It is serious and all 


possible steps should be taken to 
avoid it. 


Whooping cough is carried di- 


rectly from person to person. Chil- 
dren from ] to 10 years old are 
most likely to be attacked, but 
older children, adults and infants 
under six weeks old can catch it. 
When tiny infants are attacked it 
is a very serious thing indeed. 
Coughing Becomes Worse 
At first the symptoms seem like 


an ordinary cold, with 
slight 


fever, 
running 
nose, 


eyes, and slight cough.

week or 10 days the cough be- 
gins to become worse and 
typical paroxysms of coughing set 
in. 
The fit' of coughing 


with a series of 15 to 20 
short coughs without any breaths 
in between. The child may get 
blue in the face and then take "a 
deep breath of air which sounds 
like a whoop. 


Whooping cough carries some 


danger to life, particularly for 
small infants and old people. Even 
those who recover may have hem- 
orrhages and bleeding. The most 
common complications are in the 
lung itself.

Study Soils And 
Water Control 


The 
Veterans 
AG 
class of 


Smithton, under the supervision 
of the Tipton high school 
are 


studying Balanced Farming and 
Water Control Management. On 
Friday, September 9, the class met 
at the farms of Porter and Wal- 
lace Cole, for the purpose of a 
farm tour for field teyouts and 
soil samples. 
* 


The farms consist of both low 


overflow land along Flat creek, 
with second bottoms and ridge 
land, making it an ideal setup for 
classroom and field study. 
Soil 


samples were taken to find what 
soil treatment is needed, and what 
crop rotation to put into practice 
to supply pasture and feed needs 
for their dairy herd and hogs. 


On Wednesday, September 14, 


the class again met at the Wallace 
Cole farm, to map out a Water 
Control Management for his farm. 
The class was divided into four 
groups, each with a level and map 
of the farm and walked over each 
field 
measuring the degree of 


slopes and running terrace and 
contour lines. 


When the boys meet on their 


regular Friday 
afternoon class 


period, each group will give their 
version of the required work and 
from these four worksheets, a 
final plan will be decided upon. 


The class also made an inspec- 


tion of the new milkparlor and 
milk house combination that is 
about 
completed. It 
conforms 


with the rigid state dairy law 
that governs the production of 
Grade-A milk. It is here that we 
can remind you that Missouri has 
one of the most strict dairy laws 
of any state. 


Fewer Cows, Near 
Same Output 


That sounds questionable, espec- 


ially when the 15 removed were 
as good as the 25 left, but here is 
the story. 


Russell McFatrich, manager of 


one of the J. H. Bagby farms, near 
Green Ridge was milking a herd 
of 40 cows hi 1948.

beeves sold averaged close to 30 
cents per pound which was higher 
than most of the sellers had anti- 
cipated.
